Plan New Try 
On Isle Grouse 


An effort to stock Hog Island 
in the Beaver group in Lake 
Michigan, with disease-free 
ruffed grouse, as part of a plan 
to utilize this and other islands 
as remote “laboratories” for 
grouse study, has gone into the- 
records as “unsuccessful” and a 
new attempt will be made this 
fall. 

This is a stelight disclosure 
in a game division memorandum 
to the conservation commission 
containing recommendations 
that the 1961 grouse seasons and 
bag limits remain unchanged. 

Hog Island was closed to 
grouse hunting for 5 years by 
commission orders, issued in Au- 
gust, 1958, to protect the experi- 
ment.
